Moscow apparently has 
dropped demands for an additional statement promis- 
ing to ban all foreign military bases and troop s^j

Yrhe Iranian declaration scheduled to be handed 
to the Soviet ambassador on 15 September was pre- 
pared after consultation with the American and Brit- 
ish ambassadors. Tehran has hoped that such a 
declaration would lead to a softening of anti -Shah 
radio propaganda from the Soviet bloc. 
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Belgium -Congo : [Foreign Minister Spaak be- 
lieves that the UN, without adequate consultation, 
is pressing ahead much too rapidly with its plan to 
reintegrate Katanga. He fears that in carrying out

Communist China : After a slow start, Peiping 
has intensified its domestic and foreign propaganda 
exploitation of the 9 September U-2 flight. 


On 14 September the Chinese Government issued 
a formal protest over the incident, presumably in an 
effort to keep foreign attention focused on alleged US 
responsibility for the flight, and to show that Peiping 
is taking the most serious view possible of the epi- 
sode. The protest has been accompanied by a salvo 
of documentary broadcasts from Peiping tracing US 
development and use of the U-2 for ’’spy” activities. 


All Peiping newspapers continue to feature the 
incident and protest meetings are being held through- 
out the country, apparently in the hope that popular 
indignation can be used to rally the public’s flagging 
support of the Peiping regime. 
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
